ward otily by individual exertion. Let 
the bia station, the actual mesons of op- 
press on, and the ereat tavorshewn to the 
accused, be considered, and it will I be- 
licve, be acknowledged that many witics- 
ses have beca deterred by Jear, or biassed 
by interest, to conceal tucir kiowledye of

In this 
he says.“ A paper on the commerce of 
Louisiana, bearing dete the 18th of A- 
pril, 1798, is found in the office, supposed 
to hove been communicated by Mr. Dan- 
jel Clark. of New-Orleans, then a subject 
of Spain,” &c The paper alluded to in 
this message is the same thatis published 
by Wilkinson, in his “ Plain Tale.” (Note, 
No 1,) and was sent to congress by the 
President, for the same reason, I suppose, 
that it was published by the general. 1 
have shown how little this purpose is an- 
swered. But in making this communica- 
tion, 1 think justice, as well as duty, would 
have required that all the evidence, as 
well to corroborate, as that which it was 
supposed would impeach my testimony, 
should have been sent, and, above all, that 
nothing should be ascertained as fact. 
which was not incontrovertibly proved. 
A slight recurrence to the message will 
show how little attention has been paid to 
either of these requisites. It is asserted 
that | was, atthe time J wrote that me- 
gnoir on the trade of the Ohio, a audject of 
Spain. I have shown that this was, not 
the fact ; but as it is important to me to 
Jeave no doubt on this subject, J subjoin 
th: proofs (Notes No. 85 and 86.) lt re- 
Mains to be shown that my situation, in 
that respect, was not unknown to Mr. Jef- 
ferson. In 1802, when my nomination 
as consul of the United States at New- 
Orleans was confirmed by the Senate, a 
comission was made out, in which | 
was stvled 2 subject of Spain. On the re- 
ccipt of it J waited on the President, and 
explained to him my situation there. I 
had never been a Spanish subject. but had 
been naturalized as an American citizen, 
in the latter part of the year 1798, at 
Natchez. In consequence of this expla- 
nation, the -ommission was changed, and 
1 rece ved one, in which I was described 
as a citizen of the United States resident 
at New-Orleans. A reference to the doc- 
ument (Note No. 87) will prove this fact. 
Agzin the President says, “ that about & 
twelvemonth efter he (Mr. J.) had come 
to the administration of the government I 
gave some verbal information, ard the let- 
ter of eovernor Gayoso, addressed to my- 
self. Now the letter from Gayoso was 
not addressed to me, but to my uncle. 
The president too says, that 1 * for- 
warded to the secretary of s‘ate other pa- 
pers, with a request that after perusal, 
they migint be burnt.” <A reference to 
documents will prove how incorrect this 
statement is. The papers were commu- 
nicated to Mr. Madison by letter dated 
8th March, 1803, an extract of which was 


to won te wee DeUTUary; 
1808. By this it appears that the pack- 
are had been left with Mr. Morton, of 
New-York, on my departure for Europe, 
and that on my return I sent an order to 
Mr. Madison to receive them. In the let- 
ter inclosing this order, (Note No. 88,) it 
will be sven that [ refer to former conver- 
sations with the president, in which I had 
informed him, that in 1795, or "96. nego- 
tiations hac been carried on with Spain by 
the inhabitants of the western country— 
that I put the government in a track to 
discover it—and that | offured te come on 
myself, if necessurv, to eluedate them. 
I have kept no copy of this letter, but 1 
bave to complain, that that part of it has 
heen suppressed, which stated my reasons 
for referrine to the old Spanish conspira- 
cy. These reasons were, that as the 
French were about to take possession of 
the cowstrv. Twas extremely apprehen- 
sive they micht find the clue of the old 
conspiracy, employ the same agents, re- 
vive the same intrizvues, and, by their su- 
pPeror management. succeed better than 
the Sp: niards had done. Hf this had been 
communicated, I think, instead of an of- 
ficions interference to revive suspicions 
which the president thinks ought to bé for. 
grottem. my letter would have appeared at 
least worthy of some notice. The French 
were then hourly expected—their genius 
for intrigue was known—and they bad 
fixed their eyes on the mountains, as the 
natural boundary between the two coun- 
tries, (see note 89) and openly spoke of 
the impossibility of remaining at peace 
with the United States. Under these cir- 
cunstances, I thouht it necessary, by my 
letter before referred to, (Note No, 88,) 
to put the government on its guard against 
the renewal of the old intrigues. This 
letter, howéver, has been only partially 
communicated. The part containing

Wilkinson with a cor- 
rufit- receipt of money.” With Mr. Jef- 
ferson’s motives for asserting to the house 
of representatives that mine was the first 
accusation, I have, personally, nothing to 
do. That account must be setiled be- 
tween him and the nation, But it is due 
{ to my own character, to shew that the in- 
formation given me was not unsupported 
by prior accusation, and that contrary to 
the language of the message, mine wAs 
NoT the first direct testimony made known 
to Mr. Jefferson, charging gen. Wilkinson 
with the corrupt receipt of money. The 
proof shal! not be light. 


Conclusion. 


T have now brought Mr. Clark’s invalua- 
ble publication to a conclusion, and it 1s 
no smull satisfaction to have perceived that 
these numbers have been copied into most 
of the federal prints.

Let me here request particular attention 
to the following number. Wilkinson’s

“© Proofs of the corrufition of General 
James Wilkinson, and of his connection with 
Aaron Burr,” &c 


On the 10th day of Ianuary, 1806, bet- 
ter than two years before the date of the 
message, Joseph Daveiss, district attor- 
ney of the United States for Kentucky, 
wrote an official letter to the President, 
which deserves serious attention. It is 
contained in (Note No. 92.) It puts the 
President on his guard against the renew- 
alof the okd Spanish plot, and contains 
the following passage :—" I am told that 
Mr. Ellicott, in his journal, communica- 
ted to the officers of state the names of the 
Americans concerned. If this be true, 
you are long since guarded ; but I suspect 
either that it is not or that it has escaped 
you, or you consider the business as dead 
—BECAUSE YOU HAVE APPOINTED GEN- 
ERAL WILKINSON AS GOVERNOR OF ST. 
Louris, wHo [ AM CONVINCED, HAS BEEN 


| FOR YEARS, AND NOW 18, A PENSIONER 
OF CPAIN. Should you ask me to prove it, 


I must resort to an extensive chain of cir- 
cumstances, which, separately. seem smal] 
and inconclusive, &c.” Here, I think is 
a direct charge, and made in pretty exph- 
cit terms, and offered to be substantiated, 
and by a man jn office, whose duty it was 
te prefer the accusation——and this di- 
rect charge did not miscarry, it caine safe- 
ly to the president’s hands; for on the 
15th Feb. 1806, he wrote to Mr. Daveiss 
a letter, acknowledging its receipt, (Note 
No. 93) In this letter he requests the 
names of parties and witnesses, and Mr. 
Daveiss, on the 28th March, the 29th 
March, and the 2!st April, repled, giving 
the names of the persons concerned, and 
the witnesses to prove the several char- 
wes. Among these, the fayments by Owens 
& Collins are particularly noticed. (See 
the extracts of these letters, Notes No. 94, 
95, 96, and 97.) And these letters are 
acknowledged by Mr. Jefferson to. have 
been received on the 1I2ih, Sept. 1806, 
{Note No. 98) This correspondence is 
taken from a publication made by Mr. 
Davciss, which is extremely interesting, 
and of which I regret that L cannot give 
more copious extracts. But this isnot all. 
From the president’s message itself it ap- 
pears, that there was a letter and a refer- 
ence from Mr FEHicott. that was not sent 
to Congress, because Mr. I:Ilicott had de- 

sired that it might be kept secret. Now, 
if inthis letter, and in a verbal communi- 
cation, Mr. Ellicott had expressly charged 
gen. Wilkinson with the corrupt receipt of 

money, how will it agree with the asser- 
ton before quoted, that my testimony was 
the first cirect charge ; and the one pre- 
cediny it, that one letter only (and that @- 
nonymous) specified any porticular fact ? 
Yet such is the case. In the testimony 
of Mr. Coxe, (Note No. 55,) we find the 
following passage—* Jan. SO. Andrew 
THicott informed me this evening, that in 
the month of June, 1801, as well as I re- 
collect, be comroaunicated personally to 
Mr. Jefferson the exact sum of money 
that had been sent by Don Thomas Por- 
tell to gen. Wilkinson ; that this sum was 
not on account of any mercan ile transac- 
tions, but of the pension allowed the gener- 
al by tie Spanish government ; that 
Gen, W. was not @ man to be trusted; 
aod, if continued in employ, would on- 
day or other disgrace ani involve the gov- 
ernment in his schemes.” In the letters 
of Mr. Ellicott to the general himsel!, 
(ant. page 69,) he expressly states that 
the copy of Gayoso’s letter, in which the 
general and others were mentioned as be- 
ing in the interest and pay of Spain were. 
| as weil as the information received from 
captain Portell of the $9640, reduced to 
cypier, aad communicaicd to the presi- 
dent—Now even if it be allowed that Mr 
Etiicott’s desire should excuse the presi- 
‘dent from communicating his letters, yet 
surcly no desire of any individud couic 
tnipose on the president the hecessity of

been made. On the 14th of Jan. 1808, 
Mr. Ellicott wrote me as follows t— 

Lancaster, January V4th, 1808. 
Dean Str, 

The letter mentioned in the 183d page 
of my journal, from governor Gayoso to 
a confidential Spanish officer, is, | presume 
in the hands of Mr. Thomas Power. A 
copy of the interesting part will be found 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 
This letter places the improper conduct 
of Gen. Wilkinson, and some others of 
our citizens, in a point of view not to he 
mistaken. If corruption is criminal, this 
letter estallishes the criminality. —-When- 
ever I think of our army, and the state of 
our country, the following lines from An- 
archassis never fail presenting them- 
selves to my mind :—

citoyens, nulle idee d-la Zloire, nul attach- 
ement au bien public. Purtout, de. viis 
Mercenaries pour suldats. et des brigands 
pour greneraux.” 

To my knowledge, the present edmin- 
istration has been®’ minutely informed of 
the conduct of gen. Wilkinson, and why 
he has heen supported, and patronized, af- 
ter this information, is to me au inexpli- 
cable paradox. 

All the information that I. was abie to 
obtuin on the subject. of those intrigues 
was faithfully detailed, both to the for.ner 
and present administration; and beyond 
those documents (which are deposited in 
the office of the Secretary of State) I have 
no knowledge of those transactions. If 
now begin to wish that I had kept copies 
of those papers—but I have none. I am 
with great esteem,

LTregret deeply. that the 
nature of this justification has obliged me 
to appear as an accuser; and that a task, 
wiich [ cannot belp repvating was the 
duty of a public officer, has thus devolved 
upon an indiviiual. My reyret on this 
occasion is, not produced trom any appre- 
hension that my proofs are deficient, or 
my defence incomplete. My own under- 
standing is satisfied with their force, and 
my conscience has alwavs been at rest. 
O! the effect this address may have en my 
countrymen I cannot doubt in common 
with the great mass of them, I anticipate 
much good from the approaching change 
in the administration ;—and if EF shall have 
furnished the new cabinct with the means 
of throwng Off this dishonour from the 
nation, I shall not regret the trouble of 
iny research.

The distance trom 
Bordeaux to Paris 1s about 330 miles, Of 
the existence of the opinion, at Mordeaux 
of the conclusion of peace. and the conse- 
quent return of Bonaparte to Paris, and 
his journey to Spain, no doubt can be en- 
tertuined 5 but we do not learn that any 
oficial communications of the facts had 
reached that city.

It woukd be 
absurd to suppose that the enemy have not, 
during the ume which bas elapsed since 
the appearance of our Expedition, collect- 
ed a strong force in Holland and Brabant, 
to oppose any operations which might be 
undertaken by our army on land; with 
regard to the Scheldt, various means, we 
understand, have beenadopted to obstruct 
its navigation. ¢#.i the guos have been 
taken out of the Preach siups, abd mount- 
ed on the batterics newly erected, in addi- 
tion to those which before covered the 
banks of the Scheldt, between Fort Lillo 
and Antwerp; andthe ships, thus lg hten- 
ed, have been floated up to a considerable 
distance above Antwerp It is also sad 
that several hulks bave been sumk in the 
river, and that Looms and chais have becn 
extended across IL.

Extract of a letter frim an officer, on board 
his majesty’s ship San Domingo, dated 
Flushing, \9th Aug \809, to his brother 
in Glasgow. 

“ The French trowps marched out this 
morning.—We go up to-morrow to An- 
twerp, to attack the French fleet there. 
They are seven sail ¢f the line, 3 frigates 
and 70 sail of gun beats and brigs. ‘They 
have got 4 boom and chain across the riv- 
er protected by hesvy batteries, but that 
will have no effect; no chain, boom or 
hattery can stop a British line of battle 
ship. Ihave been up the Scheldt within 
four miles of the French Admiral’s ship, 
surveying the River, and am to take up 
the feet to-morrow, if the wind will serve. 
1 am appointed Master Attendant at 
Flushing, and shal! resume my place as 
soou as we come down the Schelde, if it 
please God Almighty to preserve me in 
the next battle. The San Domingo was 
laid along side of the walls, near the har- 
bout’s mouth; shortly after we were in 
action, we got aground un the Dog Sand, 
but allth= time we were on shore, the 
whole of our larboard broadside bore on 
the enemy’s batteries. It was totally im- 
possible Jor the enemy’s troops to stand 
in the batteries against us. We com- 
pletely knocked up 80 36 pounders that 
bore upon tis, and the last half hour we 
were on shore they did not fire a single 
gun atus. We had 19 shot in our hall 
and about 209 in our sails and rigging, 
and had not a single man killed and only 
two wounded.”

From a London Paper of August 8. 


On Monday, early in the morning, 3/st 
July, before the prisovers were let out, a 
ducl was fought by a naval end military 
officer m Stapletoa prison, near Bristoi, 
when the former was rub through the bo- 
dy, and expired.
